BAR HILL COMMUNITY FOCUS 1/2 


In this months community focus, Lottie 
spent some time with Ashley Curry - owner 
of “Ashley’s Barber Shop” in The Spinney. 
Having lived in the village for close to 30 
years, | think it would be fair to say that he is 
an established pillar of this community. Read 
on to find out more about his career, and his 
life outside of work. 


Lottie: When did you start being a barber? 
Ashley: | did my apprenticeship at 15; | left 
school a year early to start training (which 
was agreed by both parties that that was the 
right thing to do). | was really fortunate that 
although | wanted to do barbering, the 
barbers | trained in did men’s and women’s 
haircuts and my boss at the time insisted | 
trained in both (which is really unusual in the 
hairdressing world) but it’s another feather | 
have in my cap! | ended up staying in my 
first job for 10 years. After that time, | ended 
up taking a leap of faith and took over a little 
barbers shop in Trumpington — it was owned 
by the same guy for 20 years, and when he 
retired in 1994 | took over. | was there for 11 
years but the problem | had was travelling up 
and down the A14 to Cambridge every day 
and the rent on the shop had become 
stupid, so my wife then actually said “Well 
why can’t you convert the garage?”. So we 
went to the Parish Council and asked for 
permission to convert the garage into a 
Barber shop (late 2004) which they granted 
and | have been in business here for 16 
years now. I’ve seen people grow up and | 
feel very fortunate for that. 





L: And what do you do in your spare time? 
A: I’m the chairman of the village cricket 
club; | took that over 6 years ago when it 
was on the brink of collapsing. | was ona 5 
year mission to have 2 adult teams, 2 level 2 
qualified coaches as well as the youth 
teams, which are now back operating 
despite the effects of Covid. 


lam also heavily involved with parliament 
and focusing on paternal mental health 
(which is fathers’ mental health during the 
perinatal stages), | do a lot of research work, 
and it had been discovered that 1 in 10 
fathers suffer from post-natal depression, as 
well as perinatal OCD. We’ve been able to 
write some Nice guidelines for fathers as 
there are a lot of Nice guidelines for mothers, 
but not a lot out there for dads. It’s been 
good to help change that and work with the 
NHS to provide some support. 


|am also on the scientific advisory board for 
Tourette action — so reviewing any work 
which is research funded on people who 
have Tourettes and deciding if it gets 
approved. 


| am also involved in doing a lot of talks for 
the NHS and SND sixth form colleges across 
the UK, particularly focusing on people with 
Tourettes and what the best practises within 
schools are and ensuring that the children 
become included, so |am a busy boy! 


On my days off | go and visit the elderly in 
Hanover Close in the village to cut their hair. 


L: Do you sleep!? 

A: No! | feel I’ve got to the stage in life where 
my children have grown up so Karen (my 
wife) decided that it was now my time to 
enjoy my life. | have been trying to cut the 
work down to 4 days per week so | have 
more time, although Covid did take that 
decision away from me a bit. One of the 
good things which did come out of Covid 
was the introduction of the appointment

system. Traditionally, men would always sit 
and wait to have their hair cut, so if you went 
on holiday for 2 weeks you knew when you 
came back you would have at least 6 people 
waiting outside your door. When | looked 
back and calculated it, throughout the year | 
probably used to sit in here for about 2.5 
weeks a year waiting for people — so now 
that people have to book in it makes my life 
much easier to manage. 


L: How did Covid affect you? 

A: When the first lockdown happened in 
March 2020, the day | closed, | actually cried 
because this is my life and love — | absolutely 
love my job. But we were lucky during the 
first lockdown, the weather was good so we 
were able to be outside keeping busy. The 
last lockdown was a lot tougher for me; 
thankfully | was looked after through the 
wonderful government schemes financially, it 
was the not-working part for me which was 
tough. | was diagnosed with Tourettes when 

| was 35, everyone probably knew through 
my whole life anyway, but what you find with 
someone with Tourettes is if they are doing 
things with their left and right hands with 
coordination, their ticks are a lot less 
prevalent (unless they are busy and there is 
stress involved), so when you are working 
you are less likely to tick. 


But the Covid lockdown did teach me that | 
can do things differently in life. | don’t need 
to do this and be a plate spinner any more, | 
can actually make time for myself — you can’t 
always do everything! 


| also took the time to train with a company 
called The Lion Barbers, who have 
introduced a training scheme for barbers. 
Basically we are trained barbers who are 
there to listen and not judge, so if someone 
does come in and we notice that they are 
drinking more or perhaps do need some 
help, we have a chat with them and divert 
them to the right people and places to go to 


get help and support. Barbers are unpaid 
psychologists at the end of the day! 

In relation to that, I’ve always bonded quite 
quickly with autistic children and so they let 
me cut their hair. You see kids come in who 
are quite petrified at the beginning, but two 
or three hair cuts in and it has become a 
very normal process for them which is 
wonderful. The parental response Is brilliant. 


L: What would you like to see change in 
the village, or improve? 

A: | think | would like to see some more 
small businesses — especially now that Next 
has gone — more food stalls/vans like other 
villages have. 


L: And finally what does the future hold 
for Ashley’s Barber Shop? 

A: I’m not going anywhere! | can see myself 
retiring, but | won’t retire from barbering - | 
will continue to do this until | am physically 
not able to. But as soon as you get older you 
can pick and choose your times when you 
work which | will do so | have time to relax. 
But I’ve kept myself fit and healthy so | can 
keep going as long as possible (I have run 
the London Marathon 3 times, but | hurt my 
Knee so | now cycle). 


| was actually also involved in the village 
football club years ago, and it was nice 
because I’ve seen the boys | coached now 
grow up — they are in their 30s and have their 
own little ones running around, it’s just nice 
to see it’s still going. 


L: Do you think you'll carry on doing all 
the charity stuff as well? 
A: Absolutely, all the charity and research. 


L: and what are your hobbies? 
A: Cycling, cricket, swimming, keeping fit, 
cooking is one of my major hobbies | love it! 


L: You really don’t sleep do you?! 
A: No... But | do enjoy drinking cider!

NHS Health Checks 

Our nursing team are currently providing 
NHS Health Checks to patients. The NHS 
Health Check is a health check-up for adults 
in England aged 40 to 74 who have not had 
a stroke, or do not already have a pre- 


existing health condition. It's designed to 
spot early signs of stroke, kidney disease, 
heart disease, type 2 diabetes or dementia. 
As we get older, we have a higher risk of 
developing one of these conditions. An NHS 
Health Check helps find ways to lower this 
risk. The surgery are contacting those 
patients who meet the criteria and are due 
for their check but if you have not received a 
call and wish to check if you are eligible, 
please do not hesitate to contact the 
surgery and enquire.

NEW PLANS UNVEILED TO 


BOOST RECYCLING 


On 7 May the Environment Secretary, Rt Hon 
George Eustice MP, announced the launch of 
a consultation on household and business 
recycling in England. Under the proposals, 
every household in England will receive 
separate, weekly food waste collections 
from 2023. Plans also being considered 
include the introduction of statutory 
guidance on new minimum service 
standards for rubbish and recycling 
collections, and free garden waste 
collections for every home. Councils would 
continue to be supported to collect more 
frequently than the minimum standard and 
the consultation closes on 4 July. The 
Department for Environment, Food and Rural 
Affairs (Defra) has also announced that the 
single-use carrier bag charge will be 
increased from five pence to ten pence, and 
extended to all businesses in England, from 
21 May. Defra are also consulting on other 
policy proposals as part of the collections 
and packaging reforms including introducing 
Extended Producer Responsibility (EPR) for 
packaging across the UK and introducing a 
Deposit Return Scheme (DRS). The 
consultations close on 4 June

The result of the election in Bar Hill Division 
was:

The overall composition of the County 
Council also changed significantly moving 
the council into “No Overall Control”. The 
current number of Councillors for each 
political party is: 28 Conservative, 20 Lib 
Dem, 9 Labour, 4 Independents. 


In the middle of May the current opposition 
groups signed an agreement to form a joint 
administration for the County Council which, 
if approved at the Full Council meeting on 
Tuesday (just slightly after the Bar Hill News 
goes to press!), will mean a change of 
control and direction for the County Council. 
I’m supporting this change as | want to bring 
more transparency, and to increase the 
councils focus on greener, fairer policies, as 
well as support for young people. 





The first piece of good news I'd like to pass 
on from the County Council is that local 
libraries are now starting the process of 
being re-opened. This is huge and exciting 
news, libraries have been unable to host in- 
person events since the first lockdown in 
March 2020 with popular events like 
Rhymetime having had to be put on hold.

Where does this money come from? 

This refund is payment for small areas of land taken when the A14 was upgraded. 


The money has now come back into the Parish Council and the Council is consulting you as to 
how to spend it on your behalf to benefit the village. 


What could we buy with this amount of money? 


The Council is aware that there are strong views in the community on facilities and amenities 
that you would like to see in Bar Hill. Major projects such as a new skatepark (estimated cost 
£100,000) and joining up the pathway around the perimeter road (potentially £500,000) are 
major initiatives that would need long term planning, substantial grants and collaboration with 
Cambridgeshire County Council to bring to fruition. Smaller scale projects like providing new 
benches, pathways or play equipment on Parish Council land can be carried out more quickly. 


We have left the consultation open so that we can take all your views into account and look 
forward to hearing what you have to say. If you have an idea of costings for a potential project, 
please do also add those as well.
